The.report states that theso re- 
giments were formerly the troops 
of General Wang Chia-lich,. who 
recontly relinquished the Chairman- 
ahip .of, the Kwelchow ‘Government 
and the military command of the 
province. The mutincers deserted 
their garrison post near Kwelyang 
and retreated towards Kuchow 
where the other rebels are entrench- 
ed, ‘ ? 

Some 6,000 rebels have concen- 
trated at Kuchow and these three 
regiments would bring the number 
up to 10,000. Up tothe present 
about half of General Wang’s army 
have mutinied. The rebels at 
Kuchow are reported to have becn 
digging trenches and setting | up 
barricades at the junction of the 
Kweichow and Kwangsi 
frontiers. . 

It fs also reported’ that the 
mutineers have been supported by 
former followers of General Wang 
Chia-lich. It is rumoured that they 
are receiving $100,000 monthly 
from certain interested quarters.

The Central Gevernment hopes 
to deal with the mutineers at 
Kuchow by peaceful means and to 
pursunde them to surrender.

A National Film Library has 
been formed by the British Film 
Institute. ; 


One of its two main objects is to 
preserve for postority films of 
natfonal’ and- historical. value, in- 


ment films, notable either for some 
outstanding technical excellence or 
for thoir influence on the develop- 


-ment of the cliemn; copies of sclen- 


tific and rescarch films of all kinds; 
and copics of any films, such as 
nows-reels or documentaries, judged 
to be of importance as historicdl 
documénts, clther socially, political- 


ly, or economically. 


The other chief purpose of the 
Library is to distribute films to 
schools and other approved inatitu- 
tions using non-theatrical films for 
educational purposes. It is intend. 
ed that this section of the Library 
shail become the central source for 
the supply of such films In this 


_lcountry, and that it shall provide 


the starting point for an organised 
system of decentralisation, whereby 
these filma may be supplied to 
schools from local centrea. 


Naturally, a scheme so far- 
reaching in its scope cannot be sct 
up in a day. As a first step the 
Governors of the Film Institute are 
instituting an appeal for films and 
funds. There {fs a large number of 
films in .cxiatence—amateur, in- 
dustrial, films made for purposes 
of scientific research, publicity films 
of both public and private bodies, 
travel films, and the like—which it 
would seem reasonable to collect 
and distribute from one source. 
Thero is also a largo number of 
films of cons{derable value lying 
idle in the possersion both of 
private persons and of companies. 


It js for films such as these that 
tho appeal is being made. 


APPEAL FOR FUNDS 


The Governors of the Film In- 
stitute have also decided to organise 
an appeal for funds on n national 
scale. Communications should be 
sent to, The Duke of Sutherland, 
Tilm Library Appeal, Dritish F ilm 
Institute, 4 Great Russell Street, 
London, W.C.1. 


The Nationa) Film Library will 
be administered by a committee of 
which Mr. Harry Price is chair- 
man. Mr. Price is a well-known 
amateur cinematographer — and 
writer who is particularly noted for 


-his work in psychical research. His 


interest ‘in films dates from 1896, 
when ho. mado. his own film projec- 
tor and films. The other members 
of the committee are Mr. F, W. 
Baker, a prominent member of the 
film trade, and Mr. R. S. Lambert, 
the editor of The Listener, 


Substantial gifts of films and 
funds have alrendy  been* made. 
Nearly a hundred reels of film 
have been given to the Library. 


What is almost certainly the copy 
in this country of the famous filni, 
“The Great Train Robbery,” fs now 
in the hands of the film library. 
Made in 1903, by Edwin S. Porter, 
of the Edison Company, and with 
Mac Murray as the leading actress, 
it was the first story-film of note, 
and began. the entertainment film 
industry as we know ft to-day, It 
wan 740 feet In length and took 
twelvo minutes to play, 


A colour film of the Delh! Durbar 
(1912) huas‘also been given to the 
library. This is not only the first 
notable colour-film of any kind 
produced, it is also the first coloured 
newsreel in the history of the film.

Washington, Aug. 1.
